MANAGEMENT. 
DECEMBER 11, 1886. 


I.—All orders whatever. for the government and regulation of the 
Academy emanate rom the Committee of Management, 
whose decisions à: aues through their Chairman, to the 
different officers of the establishment. 


П.--АП branches of Music are taught in the Academy; and 
Students may choose any one of these for their principal 
study. Should the branch for which a male Student enters be 
Composition, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required 
to learn, in addition, any orchestral instrument the Com- 
mittee may choose for him. 





All Students are required to learn Harmony and Pianoforte; 
all are required to attend the Sight-Singing Class; and, when 
competent, to take part in the Orchestral and Choral 
practices in the Quartet and Accompaniment classes, and in 
all public performances of the Academy. 

If the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Elocution Class.

11I.—The year is divided into three Terms:— In 1887-8, the 
Michaelmas and Lent Terms of thirteen weeks each, and the
